By  vote,  the  courtesies  of  the  Association  were  extended  to  vis¬ 
itors  from  other  Associations. 

The  Clerk  presented  his  annual  report,  which  was  accepted.  It 
was  as  follows: 


CLERK’S  REPORT.  Of  the  77  churches  named  in  the  statistics  last  year, 

one,  the  Berean,  of  Chicago,  has  disbanded  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Association.  Three  others  have  as  yet  sent  no  statistics — 
Pilgrim  (Chicago),  Richmond  and  St.  Charles;  (two  of  these  will  doubtless 
report  today.)  Richmond  Church  made  no  report  either  last  year  or  this, 
and  this  year  no  answer  has  been  made  to  repeated  communications  sent  to 
the  church. 
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Two  of  the  churches  listed  are  not  yet  members  of  the  Association — 
Chicago  Lawn  and  Hebron.  The  latter  has  been  duly  recognized  and  wishes 
to  join  the  Association;  the  recognition  of  Chicago  Lawn  Church  has  been 
delayed.  Statistics  of  both  were  furnished  by  request  of  the  Clerk. 

The  statistics  thus  far  received  show  a  net  gain  to  the  churches  of  388 
members,  and  (allowing  to  Pilgrim  and  St.  Charles  the  number  reported  last 
year)  a  total  membership  in  churches  belonging  now  to  the  Association 
of  18,814. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  membership  tables  are  still  sadly  marred  by  the 
frequent  signs  of  errors  in  numbers,  reported  last  year.  We  may  be  encour¬ 
aged,  however,  by  the  fact  that  while  a  year  ago  23  churches  were  so  marked, 
this  year  there  are  but  20. 

The  reported  value  of  church  property  shows  an  increase,  as  compared 
with  1896,  of  $68,760;  but  the  number  of  sittings  appears  to  be  1,409  less. 

The  running  expenses  of  the  churches  are  $2,122  less  than  the  reports  of 
last  year  showed;  the  amount  spent  on  improvements,  payments  of  debts  on 
property,  etc.,  is  $59,259  less;  the  total  sum  for  home  uses  $50,129  less.  The 
benevolent  contributions,  however,  show  a  gain  over  the  amount  actually 
given  by  the  churches  last  year  of  $3,911 — an  apparent  balance  in  favor  of  1896 
being  accounted  for  by  a  legacy  of  $8,500,  which  came  into  last  year’s  reports. 

This  year  there  are  16  churches  reporting  benevolent  contributions  equal 
to  25  per  cent,  or  over  of  the  amount  they  spent  for  running  expenses.  Of 
these  16,  11  report  33  per  cent,  and  over;  8  report  40  per  cent,  and  over,  5 
report  45  per  cent,  and  over;  2  over  50  per  cent,  and  1  over  60  per  cent. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  so  few  additions  hae  been  made  during  the 
past  year  to  the  Association  File  of  Minutes.  The  loss  of  our  records  a  few 
years  ago  appears  to  be  irreparable.  The  lacking  copies  are  only  two  less 
than  those  reported  in  1895  and  1896. 

In  one  or  two  cases,  the  suggestion  made  last  year  of  a  change  of  indi¬ 
vidual  church  years  to  conform  to  that  of  the  Association,  has  been  adopted 
with  gratifying  results.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  report  was  accepted. 
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The  Special  Committee  on  Church  Letters,  Rev.  J.  E.  Conant 
and  Rev.  F.  E.  Weston,  began  the  reading  of  the  letters  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  concluding  at  the  afternoon  session.  (The  letters  are  given 
on  pages  27  to  38 — the  majority  of  them  being  printed  in  full.) 

Preceding  the  annual  sermon  Rev.  H.  W.  Brown  read  the  60th 
chapter  of  Isaiah  and  led  the  Association  in  prayer. 

The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Johnston  Myers  from 
the  text,  “Watchman,  what  of  the  night  ?”  Isaiah  XXI:  11.  The 
preacher  called  attention  to  the  prevalent  disregard  of  the  Sabbath 
as  a  sacred  day,  the  decrease  of  regard  for  the  Bible  as  a  divine  book, 
the  church’s  loss  of  power  with  the  masses  of  the  people.  He  urged 
a  return  to  the  principles  laid  down  by  Jesus,  to  the  spirit  of  self- 
sacrifice  and  self-denial,  to  the  spirit  of  personal  effort,  to  the  spirit 
of  teaching  with  authority,  to  the  spirit  of  personal  experience. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  P.  S.  Henson,  the  work  of  the  Baptist 
Ministers’  Aid  Society  was  set  before  the  Association  by  its  repre¬ 
sentative,  Rev.  A.  E.  Mather,  and  a  collection  amounting  to  $30.88 
taken  in  its  behalf. 

The  session  closed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Jackson.

The  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches  presented  the 
following  report,  through  its  chairman,  Rev.  Gilbert  Frederick  : 

NEW  CHURCHES.  Your  Committee  on  the  Reception  of  New  Churches 

respectfully  report  that  the  Crawford  Baptist  Church, 
on  25th  Street,  west  of  West  40th  Street,  was  organized  in  December  1896.  It 
is  an  outgrowth  of  the  Millard  Avenue  Church.  It  was  duly  recognized  in 
January,  1897,  by  council  of  which  Rev.  R.  E.  Manning  was  Moderator.  It 
has  a  membership  of  37.  We  recommend  that  the  Crawford  Baptist  Church 
be  received  into  membership  with  us.

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  and  Crawford  Church 
received  into  membership — the  Moderator  giving  the  hand  of  fellow¬ 
ship  to  its  pastor,  Rev.  John  Lloyd. 

The  work  of  the  Chicago  Baptist  Hospital,  and  its  claims  on  the 
hearty  support  of  the  Churches  of  the  Association,  were  presented 
by  Rev.  P.  S.  Henson. 
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The  Baptist  Orphanage,  located  at  Downer’s  Grove,  was  the 
subject  of  a  stirring  address  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Lounsbury. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Work  among  the  Foreign 
Populations  was  introduced  by  its  chairman,  Rev.  A.  K.  Parker. 
The  following  report  was  read  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Haigh  : 

FOREIGN  POPULATIONS.  Your  Committee  upon  Work  among  the  For¬ 
eign  Populations  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Chicago  Baptist  Association  have  to  report  that  in  some  respects,  the  past 
year  has  proved,  for  the  prosecution  of  missions,  the  most  difficult  and  em¬ 
barrassing  of  any  seen  for  a  long  time.  The  financial  stringency  which  has 
been  growing  since  1893,  aggravated  by  the  excitements  and  agitations  of  the 
Presidential  election,  reached  its  extremity  during  the  winter,  falling  with 
marked  severity  on  our  foreign  populations,  so  dependent  on  the  manufactur¬ 
ing  and  mechanical  interests  of  the  country.  Large  numbers  of  these  people 
have  been  destitute  of  regular  employment,  unable  to  meet  the  wants  of  their 
families  and  compelled  in  numerous  instances,  to  receive  help  from  the  church 
while  others  have  left  the  city  hoping  to  find  employment  elsewhere.  Neces¬ 
sarily  therefore,  aggressive  action  has  been  somewhat  checked,  but  in  all  the 
churches  and  missions  reports  are  given  of  deep  spiritual  interest. 

The  accompanying  table  gives  the  facts  touching  the  work  of  the  year, 
and  the  present  condition  of  the  churches.  We  have  had  13  missionaries  at 
a  cost  of  about  $3500.  There  are  in  the  churches  4253  members:  359  baptisms, 
3967  members  of  Sabbath  School,  and  property  valued  at  $246,470,  on  which 
there  are  debts  amounting  to  $49,508. 

The  Wabansia  mission  of  the  First  German  church  has  progressed  stead¬ 
ily.  At  Humboldt  Park  the  work  has  been  carried  forward  with  energy  and 
success,  numerous  baptisms  have  taken  place,  and  the  time  is  not  distant 
when  this  church  will  be  recognized  as  an  independent  body. 

The  Third  church  holds  on  its  way  steadily,  and  has  baptized  quite  a 
number  of  Hollanders  and  others,  giving  proof  that  if  this  work  could  be  taken 
hold  of  effectually,  the  fruits  would  be  abundant  and  grateful. 

The  Bohemian  church  is  moving  on  steadily  and  prosperously,  its  work 
well  organized,  and  its  fruit  gathered.  They  are  extremely  anxious  for  the 
opening  of  new  ground  which  can  be  occupied  with  good  results.  Is  there 
not  in  this  Association  a  Sunday  School  that  can  give  $8.00  per  month  for 
the  rent  of  a  room,  and  then  share  in  the  fruits  to  be  gathered  therefrom? 

Our  work  among  the  Swedes  is  progressing.  At  Austin,  Brother  Carlson’s 
work,  aided  in  the  afternoon  by  an  English  Sunday  School  is  advancing.  He 
has  about  one-hundred  members,  and  is  uniting  all  hands  in  the  effort  to  se¬ 
cure  the  $700.00  necessary  to  pay  the  debt  of  the  church.  At  Berwyn  the 
church  progresses  hopefully  and  is  fast  coming  into  strength.  At  Salem,  un¬ 
der  the  pressure  to  go  forward,  the  brethren  have  secured  two  elegant  lots  on 
Oakley  Avenue,  and  as  soon  as  they  can  sell  the  old  lots,  they  will  be  prepared 
to  occupy  their  new  and  promising  field.  When  this  change  has  been  effected, 
they  will  be  in  a  much  improved  condition.  In  Humboldt  Park,  finding  the 
task  of  building  too  great  for  them  at  present,  they  have  secured  an  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  their  present  house,  and  are  hard  at  work  building  up  as  they  are 
able.  At  Waukegan  the  interest  is  full,  attendance  very  large,  the  improve¬ 
ment  quite  remarkable,  and  as  soon  as  the  times  allow,  they  will  build. 
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The  Scandinavian  Church,  corner  of  Ohio  street,  has  been  called  to  part 
with  their  pastor,  he  having  accepted  the  work  in  Copenhagen,  in  Denmark. 
But  in  his  place  we  have  Brother  Ohrn,  and  he  is  taking  hold  with  good  cour¬ 
age  and  fine  effect.  Miss  Christianson  divides  her  time  between  this  church 
•  and  the  First  Danish. 

Last  year  we  were  just  on  the  point  of  losing  Lee  Chak  Ho,  our  Chinese 
missionary,  and  for  a  while  we  were  much  troubled  at  the  result.  Butin  due 
time  Lee  Tsai  Leung  was  sent  to  us,  and  being  thoroughly  educated,  he  is 
able  to  teach  and  instruct  with  great  freshness.  He  labors  successfully  with 
the  Central  Sabbath  School  in  Clark  street,  and  visits  regularly  the  Engle¬ 
wood  Sabbath  School  and  the  mission  at  Elgin,  and  seeks  in  every  way  to  give 
them  the  right  ideas  of  the  religion  of  Christ.  His  evening  services  have 
been  quite  effective,  having  had  this  spring  the  use  of  the  camera  to  exhibit 
the  life  and  teaching  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  has  had  the  privilege  of  receiving 
two  additions  to  the  church. 

Brethren,  the  work  is  entering  on  a  new  stage,  and  new  opportunities  are 
presenting  themselves  to  our  notice.  The  First  German  church  has  had  the 
labors  of  a  student  in  the  German  Department  of  Rochester  preaching  to  the 
Poles,  and  striving  to  interest  these  people  in  the  Gospel  of  the  Son  of  God. 
His  time  having  expired,  other  laborers  are  called  for  and  can  be  procured, 
but  how  can  they  preach  except  they  be  sent? 

The  Third  German  Church  is  besought  by  many  Hollanders  to  procure 
Baptist  preaching  which  they  can  understand.  Quite  a  number  of  them  have 
been  baptized,  several  preachers  having  been  obtained  and  a  good  deal  of  in¬ 
terest  exists,  but  whence  comes  the  money?  $100  would  meet  the  present 
emergency.  Who  will  give  it? 

Three  Bohemian  workers  are  seeking  preparation  for  permanent  service; 
one  young  woman  is  now  at  the  Training  School  preparing  for  her  life  work, 
and  two  young  men  now  appear  as  the  fruit  of  our  common  labor  and 
sacrifice  to  the  Master.  If  our  work  among  the  people  is  to  proceed  and  flour¬ 
ish,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  arrangements  for  training  young  people  by 
educating  them  for  the  ministry.  We  need  to  give  the  closest  thought  and 
earnest  purpose  to  this  important  task. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  compelled  to  recognize  the  limitations 
of  our  powers,  and  the  necessities  of  the  Lord’s  treasur}7,  but  while  we  wait  the 
great  battle  goes  on  and  we.are  summoned  again  to  the  field.  The  importance 
of  the  religious  welfare  of  the  foreign  populations  cannot  be  overstated.  The 
very  character  and' future  of  our  city  is  bound  up  with  it,  and  no  accumula¬ 
tion  of  property,  nor  success  in  business,  nor  progress  in  art,  nor  advance  in 
science  or  in  literature  will  have  its  due  effect,  except  we  give  to  the  million 
and  a  quarter  of  those  who  come  from  foreign  lands  and  their  children,  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.  “Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other,  for 
there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men  whereby  we  must 
be  saved.”  We  have  abundant  reason  to  rejoice  in  what  the  Lord  has  done 
for  us  through  His  people  of  other  nationalities.  7  German  churches,  1  Bohe¬ 
mian  church,  14  Swedish  churches,  2  Scandinavian  and  1  Chinese,  and  though 
they  have  all  been  tried  as  by  fire,  they  have  all  proved  themselves  worthy  of 
their  high  vocation.  But  what  are-these  among  so  many?  Come,  brethern 
and  sisters,  let  us  take  hold  again  of  this  work  of  the  Lord.  “There  must  be 
line  upon  line,  precept  upon  precept.”  Let  us  “forget  the  things  that  are  be- 
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hind,”  and  press  toward  that  which  is  before,  “for  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with 
us  and  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge.’’

Pending  action  on  the  report,  Miss  Mary  G.  Burdette  presented 
a  report  of  the  work  of  the  Women’s  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society 
among  the  foreign  populations,  and  addresses  were  made  by  Rev. 
Jacob  Meier  on  the  work  among  the  Germans,,  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Ohrn 
and  Miss  Emma  Christianson  on  work  among  the  Scandinavians,  by 
Jjee  Tsai  Leung  on  the  work  among  the  Chinese  and  by  Rev.  L. 
A.  Crandall  on  the  necessity  and  value  of  this  special  work.  After 
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these  addresses  the  report  was  adopted.  Miss  Burdette’s  report  is 
given  herewith  : 

WOMEN’S  WORK.  “The  making  of  homes,”  it  has  been  well  said,  “is 

the  making  of  a  nation.”  This  being  true,  the  making 
of  Christian  homes  is  the  making  of  a  Christian  nation.  In  its  work  among 
the  foreign  populations  of  the  Chicago  Association,  as  elsewhere,  the  Women’s 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  is  doing  what  it  can  to  assist  in  Christianizing 

the  homes  of  the  people.  The  methods  employed  are  mainly  house  to  house 

« 

visitation,  industrial  schools,  women’s  and  children’s  meetings  and  Sunday 
School  work,  although  the  details  are  multiplied  and  much  of  the  work  unre¬ 
portable.  Within  the  limits  of  the  Association  the  Society  has  during  the 
past  year  employed  7  missionaries — 4  Germans,  2  Swedes  and  1  Dane.  Besides 
these  seven  who  have  been  regularly  commissioned  and  who  have  given  all 
their  time  to  the  work,  there  have  been  detailed  for  service  in  connection  with 
the  First  Bohemian  Baptist  Church,  more  than  twenty  students  from  the  Train¬ 
ing  School,  whose  aggregate  time  would  be  equal  to  the  whole  time  of  at  least 
two  missionaries.  Six  or  seven  students  have  been  similarly  emplo3Ted  in  the 
field  of  Central  Baptist  Church,  where  they  touch  people  of  various  nation¬ 
alities,  and  some  of  them  assist  in  the  Chinese  Mission.  Of  the  German  mis¬ 
sionaries  Miss  Gesina  Meier  and  Miss  Emeline  Schaffer  have  worked  on  the 
fields  of  the  First  German  Baptist  Church,  including  the  Humboldt  Park 
and  Wabansia  Avenue  Missions.  Miss  Meier  has  also  given  one  day  each 
week  to  work  on  the  field  of  the  Fourth  German  Baptist  Church  in  Colehour. 
Miss  Katie  Molthagen  has  worked  with  the  Second  and  Miss  Elise  Hueni  with 
the  Third  German  Baptist  Church. 

Among  Swedes,  Miss  Anna  Nelson  completed  her  eighth  year  of  service 
with  the  Second  Swedish  Baptist  Church  last  April,  when  she  resigned  to 
accept  an  appointment  for  similar  service  in  Brooklyn.  Miss  Irene  Johnsen’s 
field  is  mainly  in  Pullman  and  Rosemont,  but  she  also  conducts  an  Industrial 
School  in  Englewood. 

Among  Danes  and  Norwegians,  Miss  Emma  Christianson  divides  her 
time  between  the  First  Danish  and  Scandinavian  churches.  Either  one  of 
these  fields  would  fill  her  heart  and  crowd  her  time.  The  need  is  great. 

Miss  Schaffer  tells  of  finding  a  family  within  two  blocks  of  the  First 
German  Baptist  Church,  whose  children  had  not  only  never  attended  a  Sun¬ 
day  School,  but  did  not  know  what  the  missionary  meant  when  she  spoke  of 
it.  Not  an  isolated  case. 

Miss  Hueni  says  her  work  brings  her  in  touch  with  a  number  of  nation¬ 
alities  beside  German.  Among  them  are  many  Jews.  The  latter,  old  and 
young,  listen  to  her  as  long  as  she  talks  of  the  love  and  mighty  power  of  the 
God  of  Israel,  but  the  older  ones  usually  turn  away  from  the  mention  of 
Jesus;  not  so  the  children.  In  many  of  these  homes  little  ears  are  open  and 
little  eyes  express  pleasure  in  the  story  of  a  Messiah  who  loves  children  and 
invites  them  to  come  to  him. 

Miss  Molthagen,  reporting  2591  visits  in  homes,  says  that  she  has  thus 
been  permitted  to  carry  the  gospel  message  to  many  who  never  thought  of 
entering  a  church.  A  number  of  these  have  been  induced  to  attend  and 
some  have  been  converted  and  baptized. 

Miss  Anna  Nelsen  in  her  last  report  thanks  God  for  many  golden  oppor¬ 
tunities,  and  rejoices  in  precious  grain  garnered  from  seed  sown  often  in  tears, 
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in  1279  visits  in  homes,  but  she  has  found  her  sweetest  service  and  richest 
reward  in  work  for  and  with  the  children,  many  of  whom  have  been  con¬ 
verted  and  baptized,  and  are  growing  daily  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

It  may  be  well  to  call  attention  here  to  the  fact  that  while  these  women 
do  help  to  win  converts,  and  while  the  Master  does  give  them  souls  for  their 
hire,  the  privilege  of  baptizing  these  converts  belongs  to  the  pastors  or 
ordained  ministers,  and  in  this  respect  their  work  is  included  in  the  report  of 
the  administrator. 

A  multitude  of  unreportable  details  of  service  has  filled  to  the  full,  each 
day,  the  hearts  and  lives  of  these  missionaries,  visiting  as  they  do  all  classes, 
under  all  conceivable  circumstances,  becoming  all  things  to  all  people  in  all 
homes,  if  by  any  means  they  may  glorify  the  Master  in  the  salvation  of  sin¬ 
ners,  the  comfort  and  edifying  of  believers,  and  the  purifying  and  elevating 
of  homes  by  bringing  into  them  the  abiding  presence  of  the  Lord  Christ. 

The  Association  adjourned  after  prayer  by  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Wood. 


TUESDAY  EVENING. 

Devotional  Exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Geo.  McGinnis  ; 
the  prayer  of  Hezekiah  (2  Kings  XVIII:  14-19)  being  the  Scripture 
lesson. 

Rev.  Jas.  P.  Thoms,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Associa- 
tional  Missions,  read  the  following  report  : 

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS.  The  General  Missionary  Committee  beg 

leave  to  report: 

(1)  That  an  aggressive  and  fruitful  year’s  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  field  of  this  Association.  Much  hard  and  faithful  service  has  been 
rendered,  which  can  never  be  represented  in  figures.  Souls  have  been  won  to 
Christ,  Christians  have  been  revived,  and  churches  strengthened. 

(2)  That  Dr.  C.  Perren,  our  Associational  Evangelist,  reported  in  his  last 
two  quarterly  statements,  sermons  preached,  160;  visits  made,  100;  money 
collected,  $766.42.  Evangelistic  services — extending  from  four  days  to  two 
weeks — were  held  with  the  churches  at  Norwood  Park,  Barrington,  Russell, 
Irving  Park,  Wauconda,  Greenwood,  St.  Charles,  Austin,  La  Grange,  South 
Chicago,  Evergreen  Park,  besides  special  meetings  in  missions  and  churches 
in  the  city.  Eternity  only  can  tell  the  blessed  results  of  the  faithful  and 
efficient  work  of  this  noble  and  beloved  man  of  God. 

(3)  That  the  problem  of  our  weak  and  struggling  country  churches — the 
source  of  supply  for  our  city  ministers  and  members — requires  constant  study 
and  new  methods  of  solution.  The  money  supply  gives  out  for  supporting  an 
evangelist; — some  dead  country  churches  with  their  broad  acres  and  big 
barns  are  not  willing  to  pay  as  much  to  have  an  evangelist,  as  poor  city  people 
are  willing  to  pay  to  send  an  evangelist.  Some  churches  unfortunately  have 
some  history  behind  them  and  some  funerals  ahead  of  them  that  greatly 
impede  the  work  of  salvation.  The  Spirit  of  God  only  can  “get  up  a  revival” 
in  such  a  valley. 
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(4)  That  the  present  method  of  student  supply,  with  special  meetings 
aided  by  neighboring  pastors,  seems  to  be  all  that  your  Committee  can  now 
do  for  our  weak  country  churches,  most  of  which  have  preaching  services 
and  a  Sunday  School;  and  some  only  a  prayer  meeting. 

(5)  That  a  plan  might  be  adopted  extending  the  work  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  City  Missions  to  include  evangelistic  work  in  places  where  weak 
Baptist  churches  show  signs  of  life  and  promise  of  usefulness. 

(6)  That,  because  the  conditions  of  a  town  or  community  have  so 
changed  that  a  church  must  necessarily  go  down,  and  give  way  to  more  prom¬ 
ising  fields  with  pressing  demands,  it  is  no  evidence  that  that  old  country 
church  has  not  fulfilled  a  grand  mission  in  the  world,  or  that  those  faithful 
saints,  dead  and  living,  have  labored  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  So  went  down 
the  church  at  Ephesus,  at  Sardis;  but  the  chariot  of  salvation  rolls  on.

Before  action  on  the  report  was  taken  Rev.  Gilbert  Frederick 
addressed  the  Association,  making  a  plea  in  behalf  of  the  smaller, 
weaker  churches,  and  urging  the  enlargement  of  city  mission  work 
to  be  co-extensive  with  the  bounds  of  the  Association. 

The  relation  of  this  Association  to  the  missionary  work  of  the 
General  Association  of  Illinois  was  presented  by  Rev.  H.  C.  First, 
General  Superintendent  of  State  Missions. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  H.  Austin  the  report  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Francis  W.  Parker,  President  of  the  City  Mission  Society, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Association  Committee  on  City  Work,  presented 
the  following  report  : 

CITY  MISSIONS.  Finances. — The  figures  hereinafter  set  out  are  to  be 

taken  as  approximations.  The  income  of  the  Society 
has  been  steadily  diminishing  for  some  years.  It  was  in  1895,  $6,160  ;  in 
1896,  about  $6,000  ;  in  1897,  about  $4,500.  About  $2,000  of  this  sum  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  six  persons,  closely  associated  with  and  especially  interested  in  the 
work,  among  them  our  Superintendent,  who  is  the  second  largest  giver.  The 
remaining  $2,500  comes  from  the  denomination  at  large.  The  15,000  Baptists 
of  Chicago  and  vicinity,  therefore,  contributed  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
unchurched  massesof  Chicago  during  the  past  year  about  16|  cents  apiece,  or  if 
the  whole  sum  of  $4,500  be  distributed  over  the  whole  number  of  Baptists,  then 
about  80  cents  apiece.  These  funds  came  from  29  churches,  about  16  churches 
contributing  nothing.  From  the  29  churches  contributing,  we,  therefore, 
receive  about  $155  each,  or  if  the  contributions  be  attributed  to  all  the  churches 
of  the  city,  then  about  $100  each.  The  work,  however,  has  gone  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  contributions,  and  we  regret  to  state  that  even  though  we  have 
impaired  the  work  in  every  quarter  by  reducing  our  force  and  neglecting  our 
opportunities,  as  hereinafter  set  out,  still  we  find  ourselves  at  the  end  of  the 
year  with  a  debt  approximating  $2,500.  We  do  not  feel  disposed  to  congratu¬ 
late  ourselves,  the  Society  or  the  denomination  on  this  financial  showing. 

Real  Estate  Plan. — The  Society  now  demands  mortgages  and  securities 
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for  money  advanced,  where  such  money  is  put  into  real  estate  ;  the  idea  being 
that  some  of  this  money  may  in  the  end  be  returned  to  the  Society,  and  that, 
in  any  event,  the  property  thus  acquired  will  be  secured  to  the  denomination 
in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  Church  enterprise.  We  have  now  one  mort¬ 
gage  for  $1,000;  another  mortgage  for  a  considerable  sum  (papers  are  about 
to  be  made);  and  another  security  of  $280,  which  sum  it  is  definitely  under¬ 
stood,  is  to  be  soon  returned.  We  also  hold  a  lot  worth  perhaps  $500. 

The  General  Work. — The  Society  retains  the  view  that  its  field  is  Chicago 
and  the  immediate  vicinity;  that  it  should  aid  the  smaller  churches  in  their 
building  enterprises;  assist  weakened  churches;  aid  in  the  Central  work;  and 
maintain  small  missions.  With  the  limited  funds  at  our  disposal  we  have 
been  compelled  to  concentrate  on  the  general  work  done  by  our  superin¬ 
tendent,  Bethany  Church,  the  Galilee  Mission,  and  the  Central  Church.  We 
have  not  done  much  this  year  outside  of  these  interests,  though  a  number  of 
minor  interests  have  been  aided  in  a  small  way. 

Superintendent. — One  feature  of  our  work  is  often  overlooked.  Those  who 
are  familiar  with  it  believe  that  no  other  church  in  the  city  does  a  larger  or 
more  effective  general  work  in  proportion  to  the  sum  of  money  expended. 
Our  Superintendent  is  a  preacher,  minister  and  pastor.  During  the  past  year, 
he  has  preached  or  led  church  meetings  not  less  than  250  times.  He  frequently 
thus  uses  every  evening  in  the  week  and  three  occasions  on  Sunday.  Smaller 
churches  which  cannot  secure  supplies  are  thus  helped,  those  needing  aid  in 
special  meetings  are  thus  assisted,  and,  above  all,  such  churches  are  kept  in 
close  touch  with  the  denomination.  The  Society  thus  offers  to  the  minor 
organizations  the  aid  of  the  superintendent,  the  encouragement  of  denomina¬ 
tional  interest,  and  the  helpful  example  of  a  man  wholl}'  consecrated  to  the 
cause  of  Christ. 

Bethany  Church. — Here  a  large  portion  of  the  energies  and  funds  of  the 
Society  have  been  expended  and  the  result  has  been  such  as  to  disarm  criticism. 
In  one  and  one-half  years  the  congregation  has  increased  from  40  to  200;  the 
Sunday  School  has  increased  from  80  to  400;  the  prayer  meeting  attendance 
from  15  to  75,  and  there  have  been  40  baptisms.  This  Church  which  two 
years  ago  was  looked  upon  as  a  wreck  and  ready  to  be  abandoned,  as  to  organi¬ 
zation  and  property,  has  this  year  contributed  to  the  Missionary  Union  $40,  to 
the  City  Mission  Society  $62,  and  is  now  on  a  firm  financial  footing.  The 
property  has  been  saved;  the  congregation  has  been  restored,  and  a  spiritual 
life  and  interest  heretofore  unknown,  and  inferior  to  that  of  no  church  in  the 
city,  has  been  awakened. 

The  Galilee  Church  has  also  occupied  our  attention.  These  people,  so 
worthy  of  interest  and  so  diligent  in  working  their  field,  have  been  neglected. 
Repeatedly  they  have  had  building  enterprises  which  would  have  recom¬ 
mended- themselves  to  the  wisest  business  judgment,  but  which  they  have  had 
to  abandon  by  reason  of  our  inability  to  aid  them.  Thus  they  have  lost  more 
than  one  excellent  opportunity  of  securing  a  strategic  point.  They  have 
again  and  again  seen  the  choice  corners  and  lots  in  their  vicinity  pass  into 
other  hands  or  reach  excessive  valuations.  Their  latest  and  perhaps  best 
scheme  we  have  had  to  discourage  because  of  the  debt  of  $2,500  which  we 
have  for  some  time  seen  approaching. 

Central  Church. — This  work  is  familiar  to  all.  The  annual  report  con¬ 
tains  all  that  need  be  said. 
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Special  Work— {Missionary  Nurse). — During  the  year,  we  had  the  benefit 
of  the  services  of  Miss  Mary  McLean,  a  consecrated  and  devoted  woman,  who 
served  as  a  missionary  nurse,  and  managed  to  live  and  pay  some  of  her 
liabilities  to  the  training  school  on  the  munificent  sum  of  $250.  Toward  the 
close  of  the  year,  however,  we  found  ourselves  unable  to  provide  even  this 
sum,  and  so  we  had  to  let  her  go  to  other  fields,  thus  abandoning  for  the  time 
being  at  least,  our  cherished  plan  of  placing  in  the  field  a  number  of  trained 
missionary  nurses  to  cooperate  with  our  other  workers.  Who  can  measure 
the  good  they  do  ?  With  balm  for  the  body  in  one  hand  and  healing  for  the 
heart  in  the  other,  these  trained  missionary  nurses  walk  in  a  cloud  of  glory, 
and  with  angel  faces  all  about  them,  like  the  Sistine  Madonna,  going  into  the 
dark  homes  which  none  of  us  ever  enter.  They  make  hope  usurp  the 
dominion  of  despair,  and  put  the  Bible  in  the  house  and  Christ  in  the  lives  of 
those  who  would  not  otherwise  receive  either.  Can  any  one  doubt  that  such 
work  will  advance  the  interest  which  we  try  to  serve  ?  Is  not  this  proper 
work  for  the  City7  Mission  Society  ?  Some  have  said,  “  no.”  Whether  it  is 
or  not,  for  want  of  funds  we  have  had  to  give  it  up  for  the  present. 

Missionary  Outings. — For  years  it  has  been  the  cherished  plan  of  some 
to  organize  a  summer  outing  movement  to  cooperate  with  the  various  missions 
and  give  their  poor  and  sick  a  summer  outing  with  religious  instruction. 
This  work  was  undertaken  tentatively  and  on  a  small  scale  by  our  devoted 
worker,  Mr.  Henshaw,  of  Galilee  Church.  One  hundred  and  fortyr-one  persons, 
mostly  children,  were  given  from  six  to  ten  days  in  the  country  near  Benton 
Harbor,  Michigan,  under  religious  influencs.  Some  paid  all  of  their  ex¬ 
penses,  others  a  part,  and  still  others  were  sent  wholly  at  the  expense  of  the 
movement.  More  than  half  of  the  persons  benefited  were  naturally  from  the 
Galilee  field,  on  the  North  side,  and  the  remainder  from  the  South  side. 
$100  was  generously  contributed  for  the  work  by  friends  in  the  First  Church. 
Various  other  small  sums  were  contributed  by  parties  interested,  and  there 
now  remains  a  deficit  of  $34.80.  Nobody,  not  in  touch  with  the  work,  can 
realize  the  good  it  is  doing.  One  family  benefited  included  a  mother,  who, 
though  born  in  Chicago  had  never  been  outside  of  the  city  except  once  for  a 
few  days  in  childhood,  and  her  children  who  had  never  been  away.  They 
were  put  on  the  street  cars  ;  they  went  down  to  the  boat  which  lay  at  the 
dock,  bigger  and  grander  to  them  than  the  greatest  ship  that  ever  faced  the 
waves  of  the  Atlantic  would  be  to  you.  It  steamed  out  into  the  midst  of  Lake 
Michigan,  fairer  and  more  extensive  to  them  than  the  Pacific  would  be  to 
you.  They  landed  at  Benton  Harbor,  a  city  newer  and  more  beautiful  to 
them  than  Paris  would  be  to  you,  and  they  went  out  into  the  green  fields  and 
threw  themselves  down  on  the  grass  and  wept  with  joy  and  thanksgiving. 
The  blue,  untarnished  sky,  the  fleecy7  unspotted  clouds,  the  strong  and  whole¬ 
some  trees,  unpoisoned  by  the  city  air,  the  green  grass  so  bright  and  crisp  and 
fresh  that  you  almost  envy  the  cattle  as  they  eat  it — these  things  ttrey  saw 
and  saw  them  for  the  first  time.  They  saw  them  with  the  influences  of  the 
Christian  religion  all  about  them  and  those  little  ones  learned  that  there  is  a 
God,  that  all  things  are  not  made  by  man,  and  they  begin  to  suspect  that 
there  is  such  a  thing  as  real  Christianity  in  the  w7orld.  If  you  could  see  and 
hear  these  people  and  read  their  letters,  you  would  realize  how  much  easier  it 
is  to  bring  heaven  close  to  the  doors  of  the  humble  than  to  the  gates  of  the 
rich.  But  they  tell  us  that  this  is  not  proper  work  for  the  City  Mission  Society7 
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and  so  the  Society  as  such  has  not  jret  undertaken  it.  It  was  carried  out  by 
the  aid  of  those  within  the  Society  who  do  believe  it  to  be  proper  work  for 
the  Society. 

In  the  midst  of  all  these  discouragements,  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  there  seems  to  be  among  the  churches  perfect  harmony  touching 
the  work  of  the  Society.  So  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained,  all  of  the  churches 
are  in  sympathy  with  us  and  none  in  opposition.  It  has  not  always  been  so. 
At  last  we  are  led  to  believe  that  the  work  of  the  Society  is  being  conducted 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet  the  approval  of  all.  There  is  harmony  ;  there  is 
quiet ;  there  is  peace  ;  there  is  rest.  Whether  it  is  the  harmony  of  the  death 
chamber,  the  quiet  of  the  grave,  the  peace  of  indifference,  the  rest  from 
which  there  is  no  awakening ;  or  whether  on  the  other  hand  it  is  the  calm 
before  the  storm  of  public  approval  and  interest  for  which  we  long,  cannot 
yet  be  determined.  Having  an  abundant  faith  in  God,  we  look  hopefully  into 
the  future.  We  trust  that  our  Society  has  at  last  reached  bottom.  When  we 
think  of  our  missions  abandoned,  our  trained  nurse  discharged,  our  minor 
churches  without  houses  of  worship,  our  weak  churches  without  preachers, 
our  missionary  outing  enterprise  in  debt  and  without  any  encouragement  for 
the  future,  and  our  great  Society  indebtedness,  and  the  vast  unchurched 
masses  which  hang  like  a  storm  cloud  on  the  borders  of  our  civilization,  we 
can  only  hope  that  the  Baptist  City  Mission  Society  will  soon  find  what  above 
everything  else  it  now  seems  to  need,  a  Klondike.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING. 

The  Word  and  Works  of  God  was  the  theme  chosen  by  Rev.  W. 
C.  MacNaul  for  the  devotional  service  at  the  opening  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  on  Wednesday.  The  Scripture  used  was  Psalm  XIX. 

Mr.  B.  F.  Jacobs,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday  School 
Work,  reported  verbally  on  the  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  Association  as  indicated  in  the  reports  sent  in.  He  urged  the 
need  of  greater  co-operation  and  outlined  a  meeting  of  officers  of  the 
schools  in  November,  at  which  plans  for  better  and  larger  work 
should  be  laid  out.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  very  small  pro¬ 
portion  of  schools  which  had  contributed  to  the  prosecution  of  our 
State  Sunday  School  mission  work;  and  suggested  the  possibility  of 
having  a  Sunday  School  missionary  employed  wholly  within  this 
Association. 

An  address  on  Interdenominational  Sunday  School  Work  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Jacobs.  He  defined  this  work  as  the  volun¬ 
tary  co-operation  of  Christians  to  reach  communities  along  the  lines 
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of  Sunday  School  work,  and  laid  emphasis  on  three  reasons  why  this 
work  should  be  supported:  (1)  Because  the  Sunday  School  is  the  Bible 
studying  department  of  the  church.  (2)  Because  it  is  the  only 
opportunity  the  majority  of  Christians  have  for  definite,  personal 
work  for  Christ.  (3)  Because  the  Sunday  School  is  the  great  harvest 
field  of  the  church. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  Z.  Grenell,  the  doctrinal  sermon  was 
preached  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Jackson.  His  text  was  John  1:9;  his  theme, 
The  Larger  Christ.  He  presented  arguments  for  believing  that 
Christ,  the  activity  of  the  Godhead  in  creation  and  providence,  did 
much  for  the  human  race  before  his  appearance  in  the  flesh.  That 
the  patriarchs  and  prophets  were  not  without  a  living  Christ;  that 
the  good  found  in  the  best  pagan  had  its  source  in  Christ.  That  His 
good  work  in  and  for  those  who  reject  Him  does  not  relieve  them 
from  the  obligation  of  receiving  Him;  this  must  precede  sonship. 

The  Association  was  led  in  prayer  by  “  Aunt  Lizzie  ”  Aiken. 

Rev.  Kittredge  Wheeler,  Chairman,  presented  the  following 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

City  Mission  Society.  Whereas,  The  annual  meeting  of  the  City 
Mission  Society  occurs  so  close  to  that  of  the  Association,  and,  Whereas,  it  is 
the  custom  of  the  Association  to  give  them  one  evening  in  the  program: 

Resolved ,  That  we  invite  the  City  Mission  Society  to  hold  its  anniversary 
in  connection  with  the  Association,  ,and  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Program  for  the  Association. 

Entertainment.  Resolved ,  That  the  Association  very  heartily  approve 
and  endorse  the  method  of  entertainment  introduced  at  this  session  of  the 
Association  by  the  La  Salle  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  and  that  we  recom¬ 
mend  it  to  the  Association  in  the  future. 

Missionary  Societies’  Debt.  Resolved ,  That  in  the  freeing  of  our 
great  Missionary  Societies  from  the  burdens  of  large  debts,  we  recognize  the 
leading  and  favor  of  God.  We  rejoice  in  the  share  this  Association  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  take  in  this  great  work,  and  we  recommend  the  practice  of  syste¬ 
matic  beneficence. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  and  the  Association  adjourned 
after  prayer  by  Rev.  H.  E.  Norton. 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  opening  devotional  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  W. 
Runyan.  The  Scripture  selection  John  XV:  16,  the  theme,  Encour¬ 
agements  to  Service. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  severe  illness  of  Rev.  D.  T.  Morrill 
and  Rev.  F.  G.  Thearle,  and  in  their  behalf  special  prayer  was 
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offered,  and  the  Association  by  formal  vote  expressed  its  sympathy 
with  them.

The  Association  by  vote  approved  the  appointments. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Lawrence,  Chairman,  reported  that  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee,  appointed  at  last  meeting  to  arrange  for  a  conference  of 
churches  on  the  question  of  an  Annual  Council,  had  done  the  work 
assigned  it.  The  conference  was  held  with  the  Second  Baptist 
Church,  Tuesday,  March  16th,  with  Rev.  L.  A.  Crandall  as 
Moderator  and  Rev.  W.  R.  Andereck  as  Clerk. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  and,  by  vote  of  the  Association  the 
resolution  adopted  at  the  Conference  was  ordered  printed  in  these 
minutes  as  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee.  This  resolution 
follows  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  body  advise  the  churches  to  appoint  their  pastors  and 
two  delegates  each,  to  organize  a  Baptist  Council  to  continue  through  the 
Associational  year  to  perform  such  duties  as  belong  to  ordaining,  recognizing 
and  advisory  councils  in  the  Baptist  denomination,  whenever  requested  by  any 
church  desiring  such  advice,  so  to  do.  We,  however,  further  advise  that  the 
delegates  do  not  organize  unless  two-thirds  of  the  churches  responding  do  so 
favorably. 

The  Moderator  appointed  as  a  Committee  to  carry  out  the  find¬ 
ing  of  the  Conference,  Rev.  W.  M.  Lawrence,  Rev.  P.  S.  Henson, 
Mr.  H.  R.  Clissold.

Rev.  W.  M.  Lawrence,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Educa¬ 
tional  Work,  reported  as  follows  : 


EDUCATION.  It  is  freely  admitted  that  no  more  important  subject  can 

come  before  this  body  than  that  of  Christian  education — 
that  is,  education  under  Christian  auspices.  Admirable  as  may  be  thc- 
courses  of  study  offered  by  many  schools,  colleges  and  universities,  yet  it 
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would  seem  that  there  is  something  wanting  when  these  are  so  related  to 
religious  influence  of  definite  and  positive  nature  as  to  appear  to  be  really 
indifferent  to  their  value. 

The  subject  also  is  important  not  only  from  its  association  with  the  idea 
of  an  educated  ministry  but  also  with  that  which  is  of  equal  value — its  con¬ 
nection  with  the  laity  of  the  churches.  We  want  and  need  educated  men 
both  in  the  pulpit  and  in  the  pews  to  co-operate  with  each  other  in  the  proper 
understanding  of  the  work  of  advancing  the  truth  in  the  interests  of  Christ’s 
kingdom.  We  think  and  hope  that  pastors  and  churches  should  give  quite 
as  much  attention  to  encouraging  young  people  who  do  not  intend  to  enter 
the  ministry — or  to  enter  professional  life — to  obtain  an  education,  as  they 
give  to  those  who  intend  to  preach  or  enter  special  work. 

We  are  glad  that  our  young  people  are  not  under  the  necessity  of  leaving 
home  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  education  of  this  character,  and  that  is 
of  the  highest  grade,  and  rejoice  also  that  such  preparation  can  be  obtained 
under  the  auspices  of  our  denomination. 

Beginning  at  Morgan  Park  the  lad  can  obtain  an  adequate  fitting  for 
entrance  into  the  University.  He  will  find  there  men  whose  Christian  influ¬ 
ence  is  decided,  and  whose  ability  to  discharge  the  important  duties  com¬ 
mitted  to  them  cannot  be  questioned. 

Advancing  to  the  University  he  will  find  open  to  him  yet  wider  oppor¬ 
tunities,  and  he  will  also  discover  that  he  may  pursue  his  course  in  such  a 
way  as  to  enlist  his  energies  in  active  Christian  work.  We  are  happy  to  know 
that  the  proportion  of  students  from  our  Baptist  churches  of  this  Association 
is  increasing,  and  believe  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  our  churches 
will  feel  the  profoundest  satisfaction  as  they  contemplate  the  large  represen¬ 
tation  from  them  in  the  colleges.  The  progress  of  the  Divinity  School  has 
been  very  marked.  It  needs  to  be  remembered  that  though  the  Divinity 
School  is  really  one  of  the  departments  of  the  University,  it  is  still  our  prop¬ 
erty  as  a  denomination.  The  Baptist  churches — through  the  Baptist  Union — 
yet  control  it.  Closer  to  us  to-day  than  ever,  it  should  be  a  source  of  great 
satisfaction  to  witness,  under  God,  the  wonderful  progress  it  has  made. 
Some  idea  of  this  may  be  had  from  the  following  statement  of  the  compara¬ 
tive  attendance  of  students  in  the  Divinity  School  for  the  past  five  years:

From  which  it  appears  that  there  has  been  not  only  an  annual  increase 
of  students,  but  that  for  the  coming  year,  beginning  July  1,  1897,  the  increase 
will  be  larger  than  ever  !  It  is  also  evident  that  the  summer  quarter  is  in¬ 
creasingly  popular.  The  large  increase  of  the  summer  quarter  comes  from 
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tvvo  sources — the  regular  classes  and  the  pastors  who  find  in  this  session  an 
attractive  and  profitable  way  of  spending  their  vacation. 

The  approaching  convocation  marks  the  anniversary  of  forty  years  of 
theological  instruction  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Northrup.  Ten  j^ears  he  taught  in 
Rochester  Theological  Seminary  and  thirty^  years  he  has  taught  in  our  own. 
He  began  to  teach  Church  History  in  Rochester  three  months  after  he  was 
graduated  from  that  institution  !  He  came  here  in  1867  and  organized  the 
work  of  our  Seminary,  and  has  presided  over  it  twenty-five  years,  and  up  to 
the  present  day  has  from  his  coming  taught  Theology,  and  also,  when  occasion 
required,  Church  History  and  Homiletics.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Divinity 
School  to  commemorate  his  services  by  having  a  marble  bust  made  by  Leon¬ 
ardo  Taft,  which  will  be  placed  in  the  hall  of  the  Divinity  School. 

Your  committee  express  the  hope,  we  are  sure,  of  the  Association,  that 
God  may  bring  the  work  of  the  whole  University  and  also  that  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Society  more  closely  to  the  hearts  of  the  churches  of  the  Association, 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Society,  Dr.  Hewitt,  may  feel  that  he  has  the 
co-operation  of  the  churches  in  his  labors.

Prof.  Shailer  Matthews,  of  Chicago  University,  addressed  the 
Association,  calling  special  attention  to  some  of  the  facts  alluded  to 
in  the  report,  after  which  the  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  P.  S.  Henson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher  for  1898,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  for  1898  beg  leave  to  recommend 
the  Millard  Avenue  Church  as  the  place  and  Rev.  Z.  Grenell  as  the 
preacher.  Alternate,  Rev.  B.  A.  Greene. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Addresses  on  the  Missionary  Outlook,  Home  and  Foreign,  were 
given  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Thomas  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Church;  and  Mrs. 
L.  T.  Regan  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Home  for  Missionaries’  Children 
at  Morgan  Park. 

Mr.  John  H.  Chapman,  chairman,  presented  the  following  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Young  People’s  Work: 

YOUNG  PEOPLE’S  WORK.  The  work  for  and  by  the  young  people  in 

the  Chicago  Association  during  the  past  year 
has  been  of  an  encouraging  character,  and  yet  it  is  of  necessity  such  a  work 
as  cannot  be  fully  set  forth  in  any  report.  You  may  be  able  to  count  the  new 
blossoms  a  plant  puts  forth,  or  measure  its  spreading  leaves,  but  you  cannot 
weigh  its  perfume,  or  calculate  the  worth  of  its  beauty,  and  neither  can  3Tou 
tell  the  breadth  and  depth  of  the  influence  of  the  young  people's  work  among 
our  churches. 

Every  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  carries  by  its  very  name,  a  reminder 
of  our  denominational  duty;  and  affiliation  and  union  between  the  societies  of 
the  different  churches  beeomes  a  matter  almost  of  certainty.  The  work  in 
our  Association  is  an  illustration  of  the  usefulness  of  such  a  bond  of  union. 
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The  stronger  Unions  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  weaker  organizations, 
visiting  them  and  assisting  to  raise  the  standard  of  accomplishment  to  a 
higher  plane,  urging  the  forming  of  new  Unions  where  no  organizations  exist, 
and  in  many  ways  showing  that  the  young  people  of  this  Association  have 
ceased  to  limit  their  vision  to  their  own  local  churches,  but  have  come  to 
realize  the  fact,  that  they  are  a  part  of  a  great  denomination,  whose  principles 
are  God  given,  whose  opportunity  is  almost  limitless,  and  whose  duty  to  the 
world  is  as  imperative  as  it  has  ever  been  since  the  days  of  the  apostles. 

Six  new  Unions  and  two  Endeavor  Societies  have  been  established  in 
this  Association  during  the  past  year.  Weak  societies  have  beemstrengthened, 
and  in  those  where  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  had  been  burning  faintly, 
new  enthusiasm  has  been  awakened.  Mr.  S.  H.  Bloom,  the  President  of 
the  Associational  Union,  who  has  done  faithful  and  efficient  work  during  the 
entire  year,  has  rejoiced  to  notice  in  addition  to  the  signs  of  progress  mentioned , 
a  growing  unity  among  the  young  people,  a  deeper  interest  in,  and  brotherly 
watch  care  over,  each  other. 

The  attendance  of  the  young  people  of  this  Association  upon  the  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  of  America  held  in1  Chattanooga, 
resulted  in  much  good  to  every  one  who  was  permitted  to  go,  and  that  good 
has  been  transmitted,  and  the  circle  of  its  influence  widened,  by  echo  meetings 
held  in  many  of  our  churches  at  which  the  young  people  by  their  intelligent 
choice  of  matters  to  report  proved  that  the  thought  of  “  Culture  for  Service”  is 
taking  precedence  in  their  minds  of  any  mere  entertainment  or  enjoyment, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  benefit  of  the  growing  acquaintance  of  our 
young  people  with  the  esprit  de  corps  of  our  denomination.  We  have  great 
reason  as  Baptists  to  rejoice  that  our  National  Young  People’s  Union  under 
the  guidance  of  God  has  established  so  helpful  and  at  the  same  time  so 
catholic  and  educational  work  as  that  represented  in  our  Christian  Culture 
Courses.  Here  is  provided  a  means  of  enlightenment  and^-culture  fitting  our 
young  people  for  the  positions  of  responsibility  that  the  active  service  they 
are  undertaking  requires;  deepening  their  denominational  convictions  by  set¬ 
ting  forth  the  reason  for  them  and  the  need  of  them,  awakening  their  interest 
in  missionary  enterprises  by  making  them  acquainted  with  the  work  being 
done  by  our  denomination  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  thus  assuring  to  these 
causes  the  prayers  and  support  of  the  burden-bearers  of  the  future.  This 
work  is  not  confined  to  Baptist  Young  People’s  Unions,  but  is  open  alike  to 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  and  to  those  of  independent  forms  of  organiza¬ 
tion  ;  thus  the  good  work  of  uniting  and  enlightening  our  young  people  can 
progress,  without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  preferences  of  the  churches 
in  this  respect.  Just  here  I  want  to  say  a  word  to  the  pastors  of  our  churches. 
While  we  greatly  rejoice  at  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  three  C 
courses,  and  while  in  the  name  of  our  young  people  we  desire  to  thank  the 
pastors  who  have  led  in  this  work,  we  sincerely  regret  that  there  has  not  been 
a  larger  accomplishment  in  these  lines,  and  we  beg  to  remind  the  pastors  that 
in  this  part  of  the  work  the  young  people  are  dependent  upon  them  for  leader¬ 
ship.  The  help  of  the  pastor  is  almost  a  necessity  in  securing  the  best  results 
from  the  pursuance  of  these  courses,  and  every  pastor  who  has  had  the 
courage  and  energy  to  attempt  to  lead  his  young  people  along  this  difficult 
but  needful  course  of  training,  has  found  ample  reward  in  the  bond  of  union 
he  has  established  between  himself  and  this  portion  of  his  flock,  and  in  the 
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added  efficiency  in  the  work  that  we  as  members  of  churches  are  called  upon 
to  do.  Many  pastors  find  that  there  are  some  among  the  older  members  who 
prize  the  help  given  by  these  courses,  and  who  have  followed  them  faithfully 
and  testified  to  their  helpfulness. 

The  courses  for  the  coming  winter  are  to  be  prepared  by  able  scholars, 
and  are  worth}”  the  ardent  attention  of  those  interested  in  the  culture  of  young 
lives  for  the  Master’s  service. 

The  growth  of  the  Junior  work  has  been  a  marked  feature  of  our  progress 
during  the  year.  Nearly  every  church  in  the  Association  has  a  Junior  Union 
or  Junior  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  and  the  young  people  are  finding  a 
profitable  field  of  labor  in  the  development  of  the  child  life  in  the  churches. 
The  Junior  Union  of  Austin  has  for  a  third  time  secured  the  banner  given 
for  the  best  number  of  successful  examination  papers  at  the  National  Con¬ 
vention;  and  that  the  banner  should  again  come  to  Illinois  and  to  our  Associa¬ 
tion  is  a  great  cause  of  rejoicing  for  those  who  love  the  work.  In  the  face  of 
the  wide  competition  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  it  is  an  evidence  of 
faithful  work  being  done  by  our  Junior  Unions  all  over  the  State,  and 
especially  by  the  leaders  of  the  Austin  Union. 

Summary. — There  are  75  churches  in  our  Association  ;  73  young  people’s 
organizations,  5  being  Christian  Endeavor  Societies,  the  others  Baptist  Young 
People’s  Unions.  Between  50  and  60  Junior  organizations  are  reported.  If 
there  is  any  inaccuracy  in  these  figures  it  is  due  to  the  carelessness  of  leaders 
in  failure  to  respond  to  persistent  inquiry  as  to  the  condition  of  the  work  in 
their  churches. 

May  God  add  His  blessing  to  the  young  people’s  work  in  this  Association, 
and  may  the  Christian  Culture  Courses  be  faithfully  pressed  by  all  who  have 
•their  interests  at  heart,  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  your  Committee. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Conant  followed  the  reading  of  the  report  with  an 
address  on  the  educational  features  of  the  work  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U., 
and  the  General  Secretary,  Rev.  E.  E.  Chivers,  was  introduced  to 
the  Association  and  spoke  concerning  the  advance  being  made  by 
the  Union  and  the  cheering  promise  for  the  future.  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  then  adopted. 

At  this  time  the  Moderator  called  to  the  platform  the  Moderator- 
elect,  Rev.  J.  P.  Bartlett,  and  presented  him  to  the  Association. 

The  session  closed  with  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  Howland  Hanson. 


WEDNESDAY  EVENING. 

(Rev.  J.  F.  Bartlett,  presiding.) 

Rev.  W.  R.  Andereck  led  the  devotional  exercises  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  last  session  of  the  Association  meeting.  The  Scripture 
read  was  John  IV;  31-38. 

Rev.  D.  H.  Cooley,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted; 
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OBITUARIES.  The  church  of  Christ  has  a  sacred  duty  fco  make  fitting 

mention  of  those  who,  having  finished  their  course  on 
earth,  have  been  taken  to  be  forever  with  their  Lord.  Every  patriot  yearly 
celebrates  the  death  of  those  who  fell  battling  for  the  preservation  of  our  gov¬ 
ernment.  A  large  part  of  the  Bible  consists  of  the  mention  of  the  lives  and 
deaths  of  patriarchs,  prophets,  apostles  and  of  the  saints  who  fought  the  good 
fight  and  kept  the  faith.  We  should  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  at  our  annual 
gatherings  speak  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  who  will  no  more  meet  us  in  our 
solemn  assemblies  or  join  in  our  labors  for  Christ.  The  number  of  deaths 
reported  in  the  Association  is  153  against  164  for  the  preceding  year.  Among 
these  there  are  3  ordained  ministers,  8  deacons,  and  “honorable  women  not  a 
few.” 

The  First  Church  mourns  the  loss  of  Samuel  C.  Griggs,  who  united  with 
them  in  1848.  He  was  widely  known  throughout  the  West  as  the  pioneer 
publisher  of  Chicago.  Before  the  great  fire  his  book  business  was  the 
most  extensive  in  the  city.  Also  Mrs.  Wm.  Garnett,  the  wife  of  the  senior 
deacon  and  the  mother  of  Judge  Gwynn  Garnett,  was  an  excellent  Christian 
woman,  but  kept  from  active  Christian  work  by  long  continued  illness. 
Miss  Nellie  T.  Duffield,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Deacon  Duffield,  after 
a  long  and  painful  illness,  was  released  from  her  sufferings.  She  was  an 
earnest  Christian  and  zealous  in  every  good  work.  In  the  death  of  Rev.  Chas. 
K.  Colver,  the  First  Church  of  Chicago  loses  a  most  highty  valued  member,  a 
worthy  son  of  Nathaniel  Colver,  D.  D.  Bro.  Colver  was  born  May  22d,  1821, 
at  Clarendon,  Yt.  He  dated  his  religious  convictions  from  very  early  child¬ 
hood — to  the  age  of  4  years.  At  13  he  made  a  public  profession  and  spent  the 
most  of  his  75  years  in  Christian  'culture.  He  was  educated  at  Hamilton, 
N.  Y.,  Brown  University  and  Newton  Theological  Seminary.  He  was  a  devout 
Bible  student  and  a  zealous  defender  of  the  faith.  He  held  pastorates  at 
Watertown,  Worcester  and  Andover,  Mass.,  Elgin  and  Mt.  Carroll,  Ill.,  New 
Lisbon,  Menominee  and  River  Falls,  Wis.  His  work  was  greatly  blessed.  At 
Elgin  he  administered  the  ordinance  of  baptism  nearly  every  month  for  four 
years.  Dr.  Colver  was  not  thoroughly  understood.  His  tender  heart  was 
concealed  by  a  severe  exterior.  His  generous  nature  was  hidden  from  the 
world.  His  deeds  of  charity  were  known  to  God  and  a  few  personal  friends. 
We  miss  him  from  our  public  services.  In  the  Sunda}T  School  class  especially 
he  was  valued  for  his  ripe  scholarship  in  Bible  lore.  Besides  these  already 
mentioned,  the  First  Church  reports  9  others  who  died  in  the  faith. 

The  First  Church  of  Elgin  records  the  death  of  19;  the  largest  number 
of  any  church  in  the  Association. 

Mrs.  Naomi  S.  Northrup,  wife  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Northrup,  D.  D.,  President 
of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  Morgan  Park,  and  later  Professor  of 
Theology  in  the  Divinity  School  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  died  suddenly 
in  DeLand,  Florida,  Saturday  evening,  Aug.  28th,  1897.  Mrs.  Northrup 
was  born  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  1841.  She  graduated  from  the  Lansing  Female 
Seminary,  N.  Y.  In  the  late  war  she  served  as  nurse  in  the  U.  S.  Christian 
Commission.  She  was  married  in  Nov.,  1871.  She  retained  her  membership 
in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Chicago  until  her  removal  to  Morgan  Park, 
when  she  and  her  husband  became  constituent  members  of  the  Morgan  Park 
Church,  in  whose  communion  she  remained  till  her  decease,  with  one  brief 
interval.  She  loved  the  church,  she  loved  the  prayer-meeting,  she  was  faith- 
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ful  at  her  post  of  duty.  Especially  was  her  heart  enlisted  in  the  work  of  the 
Women’s  Missionary  Society  and  in  the  Sabbath  School.  Beyond  these  her 
sympathies  were  deeply  moved  by  every  form  of  suffering  around  her.  The 
more  needy,  the  more  friendless  and  desolate  the  suffering  ones  she  met,  the 
more  cordial  and  energetic  was  her  ministr}\  She  was  always  ready  with 
her  service  and  her  means  to  relieve  distress,  sparing  not  herself,  nor  “count¬ 
ing  her  life  dear”  if  she  might  be  a  helper  to  others.  She  was  especially  sym¬ 
pathetic  with  the  students  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  was  a  true  sister 
and  mother  to  the  wives  of  the  married  students.  These  will  never  forget  her 
helpful  love.  Mrs.  Northrup  was  “given  to  hospitality”  and  delighted  in 
ministering  to  God’s  servants.  Her  radiant  face  and  her  cordial  welcome  will 
long  be  remembered  by  very  many  who  came  under  her  roof. 

Mrs.  S.  C.  H.  Cheney,  of  the  Fourth  Church,  was  the  wife  of  Rev.  David 
B.  Cheney,  D.  D.,  and  the  mother  of  two  sons  in  the  ministry,  David,  pastor 
at  Racine,  and  Loren  in  Cleveland,  also  of  Frank  Cheney,  M.  D  ,  of  the  Fourth 
Church.  As  the  wife  of  an  honored  pastor,  who  ministered  to  important 
churches  in  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  Boston,  Chicago,  Elgin,  and  Lima, 
Ohio,  Sister  Cheney  had  no  mean  position  in  the  great  Christian  sisterhood  of 
our  denomination.  Her  name  will  not  be  soon  forgotten  in  the  churches  in 
which  she  and  her  husband  labored. 

The  Centennial  Church  reports  that  previous  to  the  past  year  no  deacon 
had  died,  but  since  the  last  Associational  gathering  two  had  been  called 
home.  Deacon  Ambler  served  continuously  for  nearly  twenty"  years.  Deacon 
Mason’s  membership  covered  the  same  length  of  time.  The  church  deeply 
feel  their  departure. 

The  Messiah  Church  reports  the  death  of  two  highly  valued  sisters,, 
whose  memory  is  fragrant  and  blessed.  Mrs.  Julia  A.  Ward  and  Mrs.  I.  K. 
Evans  will  not  be  soon  forgotten.  The  latter  was  the  “Aunt  Lizzie”  of  the 
Messiah  Church. 

Oak  Park  Church  loses  four  by  death. 

Oak  Park  German  Church,  mourns  the  loss  of  Rev.  Theo.  Klinker,  who 
was  born  in  Germany  and  baptized  by  J.  G.  Oncken,  the  Baptist  apostle  of 
that  country.  He  was  also  ordained  by  him.  Bro.  Klinker  came  to  this 
country  in  1864.  He  labored  as  a  missionary  under  appointment  of  the  B.  H. 
M.  Society  in  Ontario,  Wisconsin,  Kansas  and  Illinois.  He  was  loyal  and  true 
to  the  very  end  of  his  life. 

The  Second  Church  of  Chicago  loses  ten  members;  Waukegan  Church, 
three  sisters;  The  Western  Avenue,  seven  members;  Wheaton,  three.  Of  this 
number,  special  mention  should  be  made  of  Rev.  E.  C.  M.  Burnham,  a  for¬ 
mer  pastor.  Bro.  Burnham  studied  at  Shurtleff  college  and  was  widely  known 
as  pastor  of  churches  in  Iowa  and  Illinois.  For  a  number  of  years  he  served 
as  an  evangelist  and  was  blessed  in  leading  many  souls  to  Christ.  He  died  in 
Marshalltown,  Iowa,  after  a  short  illness. 

Calvary  Church  reports  three;  Covenant,  four,  of  these  were  two  promis¬ 
ing  young  men;  Crystal  Lake,  three;  Englewood  First,  ten;  First  German,  five ; 
Hyde  Park,  three;  Immanuel,  two;  La  Salle  Avenue,  Deacon  C.  S.  Waller, 
besides  one  brother  and  two  sisters;  Memorial  Church,  two  sisters;  Millard 
Avenue,  four;  Pilgrim  Temple,  three,  one  of  whom  was  John  H.  Bass,  who 
served  the  church  as  deacon  long  and  faithfully.  His  death  is  deeply  felt. 

Pullman  laments  the  death  of  two;  the  Second  German  and  South 
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Chicago,  eacli  mourns  the  departure  of  two.  Of  these  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Peters 
was  the  sister  of  the  pastor,  Bro.  Kelly.  Austin,  three,  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Becker, 
Mrs.  IdaM.  Miller  and  Arthur  M.  Hubbs. 

Dundee  loses  two  mothers  in  Israel,  one  father  and  one  young  sister. 
Mrs.  Mary  Bumstead,  the  mother  of  Deacon  Bumstead,  died  at  the  ripe  age  of 
79  years.  John  Weir  and  his  wife  were  buried  the  same  day  at  the  age  of 
84.  They  were  members  of  the  church  in  Scotland  of  which  Mr.  Coats,  the 
great  thread  manufacturer,  was  a  constituent  member  and  princely  supporter. 
In  addition  to  these,  fifteen  other  churches  report  the  death  of  one  or  two 
members  each. 

The  removal  of  this  large  number  from  our  ranks  in  one  year  reminds  us 
that  our  work  on  earth  will  soon  be  done  or  left  forever  undone,  and  that  the 
Saviour  wills  that  those  whom  the  Father  has  given  Him  shall  be  with  Him, 
that  they  may  behold  his  glory.

Rev.  L.  A.  Crandall  moved  that  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  be 
amended  by  the  substitution  of  the  word  £<  Thursday”  for  “  Tuesday,” 
so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  This  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  and  continue  in  session  two  days.” 

The  motion  was  carried  without  a  dissenting  vote. 

Rev.  J.  Q.  A.  Henry,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  Religion  in  the  Churches,  presented  the  following  report: 

THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION  To  describe  accurately  the  religious  life  of 
IN  THE  CHURCHES.  the  local  church  is  a  human  impossibility. 

Letters  and  statistics  give  no  adequate  idea 
of  the  work  done,  the  burdens  borne,  the  sacrifices  made,  the  hopes  cherished, 
the  joys  experienced,  or  the  influences  exerted.  These  deeper  things  of  church 
life  refuse  to  be  tabulated.  The  information  gained  by  letters,  statistics,  the 
clerk’s  report,  and  a  comparison  of  these  with  previous  reports,  is  sympto¬ 
matic  though  partial  and  imperfect.  Read  in  the  most  favorable  light,  the 
record  is  far  from  reassuring  concerning  the  future  of  our  churches. 

The  increase  in  membership,  benevolent  contributions  and  value  of 
church  property  has  been  very  slight — a  growth  altogether  disproportionate 
to  the  number  of  churches,  the  total  membership,  the  money  invested  and 
the  apparent  effort  displayed,  while  the  decrease  in  the  current  expenses  of 
our  churches,  including  both  support  and  improvements,  the  purchase  of 
property  and  the  liquidation  of  debts,  is  vastly  suggestive.  The  stringency 
of  the  times,  distressing  as  it  has  been,  will  not  entirely  explain  the  present 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  our  church  life.  The  problem  is  more  complex, 
the  difficulty  lies  deeper,  the  largest  lack  is  more  vital.  It  is  true  that  by 
dint  of  extraordinary  appeal  and  emergency  our  benevolent  contributions 
have  been  slightly  increased;  that  no  serious  divisions  have  marred  our  de¬ 
nominational  life,  and  that  a  good  degree  of  earnestness  has  characterized  our

work.  Within  themselves,  these  are  healthy  and  hopeful  symptoms,  but  they 
do  not  warrant  that  magnificent  optimism  which  inspires  courage  and  cheer. 

The  growth  of  worldliness  in  our  churches  is  appalling.  The  line  of 
demarcation  between  those  that  serve  God  and  those  that  serve  him  not  is 
well  nigh  obliterated.  The  pleasure-loving  spirit,  the  greed  for  gain,  the 
desecration  of  the  Sabbath,  the  neglect  of  covenant  obligations,  the  absence 
of  deep  and  transforming  religious  experiences,  the  almost  wanton  neglect  of 
the  Lord’s  table,  the  careless  indifferentism  to  the  world-wide  interests  of 
Christ’s  kingdom;  the  spirit  of  restlessness  on  the  part  of  the  ministry  and 
laity  alike,  the  growing  difficulties  of  genuinely  Christian  and  spiritual  work, 
the  prevalent  skepticism  concerning  the  integrity  and  binding  authority  of  the 
Bible,  as  well  as  the  definite  and  divine  mission  of  the  church;  these,  together 
with  the  spirit  of  self-indulgence  instead  of  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  which 
is  always  the  measure  of  Christlike  character  and  power;  the  practical  fail¬ 
ure  to  secure  a  large  representation  of  our  church  membership  at  two  services 
on  the  Lord’s  day;  the  want  of  passionate  love  for  souls,  and  the  success  with 
which  the  average  Christian  evades  personal  responsibility,  are  unmistakable 
evidences  of  declining  spirituality  and  increasing  secularity  in  our  churches. 

To  remedy  these  glaring  defects  of  the  average  church  life  and  recover 
our  lost  position  and  power,  it  will  require  extreme  caution  in  the  reception 
of  new  members  ;  the  better  enforcement  of  New  Testament  discipline  to¬ 
wards  those  who  violate  their  covenant  vows,  or  bring  reproach  upon  the 
Saviour’s  name.  It  will  require  a  closer  co-operation  between  pastors  and 
people,  between  the  various  churches  of  the  city  aDd  Association,  as  well  as 
between  the  churches  and  our  great  denominational  societies.  And  it  will 
demand  a  clearer  recognition  of  our  utter  dependence  upon  the  Hol}T  Spirit 
for  inspiration,  guidance  and  power.  Our  supreme  need  is  a  new  effusion  of 
divine  power.  With  it  will  come  fresh  views  of  and  deeper  insight  into  the 
Word  of  God  ;  with  it  will  come  the  sweeter  privileges  and  the  richer  bless¬ 
ings  of  high-priestly  prayer  ;  with  it  will  come  controlling  missionary  con¬ 
viction  ;  with  it  will  come  an  over-mastering  sense  of  our  personal  accounta¬ 
bility  to  cooperate  with  each  other  and  with  God,  in  the  immediate 
evangelization  of  the  world  ;  and  with  it  will  certainly  come  a  revival  of 
family  religion,  a  renewal  of  spiritual  strength  and  a  reinforcement  of  the 
great  doctrine  of  stewardship,  as  it  relates  to  time,  talent,  influence  and 
wealth.  Such  an  “unction  from  Holy  One”  will  involve  the  sanctity  of 
personality,  simplicity  in  living,  fidelity  in  service,  generosity  in  giving  and 
unconquerable  victory  in  giving  the  word  of  life  to  all  classes  and  conditions 
of  men.  J.  Q.  A.  Henry,  Chairman. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report,  the  Association  heard  ad¬ 
dresses  as  follows;  By  Rev.  H.  Francis  Perry,  on  the  need  of  better 
discipline;  by  Rev.  L.  A.  Crandall, -on  the  need  of  closer  co-operation; 
by  Rev.  B.  A.  Greene,  on  the  need  of  more  spiritual  power.  The 
addresses  were  a  fitting  close  to  one  of  the  best  meetings  in  the 
history  of  the  Association.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  after 
prayer  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Bartlett,  the  Association  adjourned.

AUBURN  PARK,  Chi  cago.  The  past  year  has  been  prosperous  with  us,  our  mem¬ 
bership  has  been  increased  in  about  the  usual  ratio  and  a  special  outponring  of  God’s  Spirit 
is  in  prospect.  Our  finances,  too,  are  slowly  improving;  and  in  fact  all  along  the  line  we 
see  improvement.  Our  meetings  have  been  very  well  attended,  the  people  responding 
loyally  in  support  of  the  same  pastor  with  whom  we  greeted  you  one  year  ago.  Our  weekly 
prayer  meetings  have  been  specially  attended  and  enjoyable.  A  special  feature  during 
this  summer  has  been  out-door  or  open-air  meetings  held  each  Sabbath  evening  an  hour  prior 
to  evening  service.

BELDEN  AVE.,  Chicago.  The  current  year  was  begun  without  a  pastor,  and  the 
pulpit  was  supplied  during  the  months  of  September  and  October,  principally  by  Rev. 
Myron  W.  Haynes,  D.  D.  The  first  of  November  the  church  extended  a  unanimous  call  to 
him  to  become  its  pastor,  which  he  accepted  December  10th.  He  has  succeeded  in  building 
up  a  large  and  steadily  increasing  Sunday  congregation,  and  we  are  having  large  and  inter¬ 
esting  prayer  meetings.  We  have  paid  a  much  larger  salary  to  our  pastor  than  has  ever 
before  been  attempted  by  us  and  in  addition  have  paid  off  most  of  our  floating  debt  of  over 
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one  thousand  dollars.  The  Sunday  School  is  steadily  increasing  in  numbers  and  interest. 
We  have  two  large  adult  Bible  classes.  The  young  men’s  Bible  class,  organized  and  taught 
by  our  pastor,  now  numbering  about  fifty,  is  the  largest  class  in  the  school  and  is  a  source 
of  much  encouragement.  Several  of  them  have  recently  been  baptized  and  united  with  the 
church.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  doing  good  work  and  constantly  increasing  in  usefulness.  The 
Junior  Union  is  very  ably  conducted,  and  the  younger  people  are  very  much  interested.  Alto¬ 
gether,  our  prospects  for  the  future  look  very  promising.  Delegates— Deacon  Woodbury, 
Deacon  Foss,  Mrs.  Haynes,  Miss  Schmid,  Mr.  Puffer,  Mrs.  Farnham,  Mr.  Muller.

This  has  caused  us  a  loss,  but  thanks  to  God,  our  gain  has 
been  greater  than  our  loss.  On  the  West  side  of  the  city  there  is  a  Bohemian  settlement  of 
25,000  people  where  we  could  do  good  work  if  we  had  the  money  to  carry  on  a  Sunday  School- 
We  ourselves  cannot  do  it,  because  we  are  all  poor,  hard  working  people,  with  wages  from 
$5  to  $9  per  week,  and  sometimes  we  are  out  of  work  a  long  time  and  some  of  us  have  large 
families.  Please  help  us  to  spread  the  gospel  among  our  countrymen.  Delegates— Pastor 
John  Kejr,  Sister  Lora  Vedrova. 

CALVARY,  Chicago.  Past  year  one  in  many  respects  peculiarly  trying.  With 
others  we  have  had  to  meet  financial  difficulties,  due  to  the  general  business  depression, 
but  the  Lord  has  enabled  us  to  come  out  practically  free  from  all  floating  indebtedness, 
which  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  heretofore.

Up  to  this  time  no  Deacon  has  died  in  the 
service  of  the  church.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  church  has  been  be¬ 
reaved  by  the  deaths  of  Deacon  W.  B.  Mason  and  of  Deacon  F.  W.  Ambler.  The  church 
has  noted  with  pleasure  that  its  overture  to  the  Association  a  year  ago  regarding  the  order¬ 
ing  of  councils  has  received  endorsement  in  the  recent  action  of  the  First  Church  in  inter¬ 
posing  a  considerable  period  of  time  between  the  meeting  of  a  Council  called  to  examine  a 
candidate  for  ordination  and  the  public  service  of  ordination.

In  connection  with  the  Women’s  Society,  we  have  also  com¬ 
menced  to  work  with  two  well  trained  Deaconesses.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Women’s 
Home  Mission  Society  and  also  to  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  for  the  aid 
they  have  given  us  in  carrying  on  our  mission  work.  Our  desire  is  to  do  more  among  the 
large  German  population  in  our  city.

Our  work 
in  Hammond  we  had  to  give  up,  we  could  not  bear  the  expenses,  but  we  will  this  winter  use 
all  our  strength  to  work  in  South  Chicago  on  the  west  side,  and  we  hope  the  Lord  will  give 
us  some  souls  there.  We  hold  meetings  in  Ross,  Ind.  We  will  also  commence  a  Sunday 
School  in  Hanna,  Ind.

The  church  has,  however,  provided  for  carrying 
on  all  the  branches  of  its  work  and  even  started  new  enterprises.  That  the  church  has  been 
in  a  good  spiritual  condition,  the  attendance  at  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer  meeting 
and  the  after-meeting  upon  Sunday  evening  testify.

Chicago  Baptist  Association. 


1835.  The  Northern  Baptist  Association  of  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Wis¬ 
consin  Territory  was  organized  in  September,  1835,  at  DuPage,

members;  DuPage,  organized  1834,.  34  members;  Plainfield ,  organized  1834, 
12  members.

1837.  The  Association  at  its  meeting  in  Plainfield,  October,  1837,  changed 

its  name  to  Northern  Baptist  Association  of  Illinois. 

1846.  The  Association,  at  its  meeting  in  Bristol,  June,  1846,  voted  to  divide 
its  territory  on  a  line  running  West  through  .  Washington  street, 

Chicago,  to  the  Western  boundary  of  the  Association — the  churches  north 
of  the  line  to  retain  the  name  Northern  Illinois  Baptist  Association , 
and  those  south  of  the  line  to  retain  the  organization  and  take  the  name 
of  Fox  River  Baptist  Association . 

1847.  At  its  first  meeting  after  the  division,  held  in  Dundee,  May,  1847,  the 
Northern  Illinois  Association  changed  its  name  to  that  of  Chicago 

Baptist  Association. 

1877.  At  its  meeting  in  Batavia,  June  1877,  the  Fox  River  Association 
voted  to  divide  into  the  Lakeside  Baptist  Association  and  the  Aurora 
Baptist  Association — the  former  to  retain  the  organization. 

1881.  The  Lakeside  and  Chicago  Associations,  at  their  respective  meetings 
in  1881,  voted  to  consolidate  under  the  name  of  Chicago  Baptist 
Association.  This  union  was  consummated  at  Dundee  in  1882.

There  was  an  unprecedented  call  for  that  year’s  Minutes,  and  the  Clerk 
has  been  unable  to  supply  those  who  have  been  anxious  to  secure  copies. 


BINDERS  FOR  MINUTES.  The  Clerk  has  had  made  a  number  of  strong,  convenient 
binders  for  Association  Minutes.  They  are  stamped  with  the  words  “Chicago  Baptist 
Association,”  and  will  hold  from  12  to  20  copies  of  yearly  Minutes.  It  is  suggested  that 
each  church  secure  one  of  these  binders,  and  make  the  keeping  of  the  successive  numbers 
of  Association  Minutes  a  part  of  the  Church  Clerk’s  duty.  A  binder  will  be  sent  to  any 
address  on  receipt  of  50  cents. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  This  body  shall  be  called  the  “  Chicago  Baptist  Association,"  and  shall 
be  composed  of  such  Baptist  churches,  enjoying  the  fellowship  of  their  sister  churches, 
as  may  voluntarily  associate  themselves  together  under  this  Constitution. 

Art.  II.  This  Association  is  neither  a  legislative  nor  a  judicial  body.  It  is  simply  a 
meeting  by  delegates  of  independent  Baptist  churches,  on  equal  and  common  grounds— 
that  they  may  know  each  other’s  state,  that  by  Christian  intercourse  and  communion  in 
worship  their  mutual  fellowship  may  be  strengthened,  and  that  by  combined  labors  they 
may  strive  to  promote  the  cause  of  truth  and  righteousness  in  the  world.  Recognizing 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  sole  Lawgiver  and  Judge  in  Zion,  it  leaves  to  the  churches  sever¬ 
ally  the  management  of  their  own  discipline,  and  the  responsibility  of  giving  or  withhold¬ 
ing  their  own  fellowship. 

Art.  III.  Any  Baptist  church  applying  by  letter  or  delegates  for  admission  to  this 
Association,  and  furnishing  satisfactory  evidence  that  it  has  received  and  still  maintains 
the  fellowship  of  its  sister  churches,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  place  in  the  body.  But  no 
church  shall  be  retained  in  the  body  after  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  furnished  that 
the  fellowship  of  its  sister  churches  has  been  withdrawn. 

Art.  IV.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  delegates  at  large  and  one  addi¬ 
tional  delegate  for  each  fifty  members  or  fraction  thereof  above  the  number  of  one  hun¬ 
dred.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  each  to  an  equal  voice  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
Association. 

Art.  V.  This  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  September, 
at  10  o'clock  A.  m.,  and  continue  in  session  two  days. 

Art.  VI.  At  each  annual  meeting  a  Moderator,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  until  a  new  election.  The  Moderator 
shall  preside  and  maintain  order  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  keep 
a  fair  and  impartial  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  conduct  its  correspond¬ 
ence  and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  Minutes.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
sent  to  the  Association,  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  same  and  present  an  audited 
report  of  receipts  and  expenditures  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  VII.  Each  church  embraced  in  this  Association,  annually  representing  itself 
by  letter  or  delegates,  reporting  by  them  its  increase  or  diminution,  and  generally  what¬ 
ever  relates  to  its  peace  or  prosperity,  shall  be  entitled,  according  to  the  amount  of  money 
sent,  to  its  proportion  of  the  printed  Minutes.  Any  church  belonging  to  the  Association, 
and  neglecting  to  report  itself  for  two  successive  years,  shall  be  dropped  from  the  Minutes. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Association  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  who 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  number  and  shall  each  present  a  written 
report  at  the  annual  meeting:  On  Obituaries;  on  Resolutions;  on  New  Churches:  on  Next 
Session;  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the  Churches;  on  Education;  on  Sunday-school  Work; 
on  Young  People's  Work;  and  three  on  Missionary  Work.  First— One  to  be  known  as  the 
City  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  Mission  work  in  Chicago  and  imme¬ 
diate  vicinity.  Second— One  to  be  known  as  the  General  Committee,  of  which  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  State  Missions  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pi*osecute 
Mission  work  outside  the  field  of  the  City  Mission  Society:  to  aid  weak  and  destitute 
churches  in  securing  preaching;  to  form  plans  for  occupation  of  destitute  fields;  and  to  rec¬ 
ommend  the  appointment  of  Missionaries  by  the  Board  of  the  Baptist  General  Association 
of  Illinois,  to  labor  within  the  boundaries  of  this  Association;  to  superintend  their  work 
and  to  assist  in  securing  collections  for  their  support.  The  chairman  of  this  committee 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  General  Association  of  Illinois.  Third—  One  to  be 
known  as  the  Foreign  Committee,  of  which  the  District  Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission 
Society  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  Home 
Mission  Society  in  its  work  among  the  foreign  populations  within  the  limits  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Art.  IX.  This  constitution  maybe  altered  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  in  attendance. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Each  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  Visiting  brethren  invited  to  a  seat  with  us  may  debate  on  all  subject^  but  vote  cm  none. 

3.  Enrollment  of  delegates  shall  be  made  on  their  arrival.  A  partial  report  to  precede  the 

election  of  officers;  a  final  report  to  be  made  before  the  close  of  the  meeting. 

4.  The  annual  sermon  shall  be  preached  at  the  opening  of  the  first  session  and  shall  be  fol¬ 

lowed  by  a  collection  for  the  Baptist  Ministers’  Aid  Society. 

5.  The  session  of  Wednesday  evening  shall  be  devoted  to  a  General  Conference  on  the 

State  of  Religion  in  the  Churches,  to  be  introduced  by  the  Report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  that  subject. 

6.  The  Associational  year  shall  close  with  the  1st  of  September;  church  letters  and  statis¬ 

tics  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  annual  meeting.
